| can't eal another period whore there wos so much good 
stuff readily available to be consumed. Both Marvel ond 
ctherwise, both new and collected, if you've got «comic 
book jones to sate, chances are there’s something out there 
‘that'll satisfy your appetite. 

1 also feel o general sense of excitement coming back’ 
into the field, os readers, retailers and fans of all stripes 
react to the overall movement. Sure, there's still plenty of | 
snarkines, plenty jaded cynicism of a kind only possible 
‘when the veil separating reader and creator has been 
permanently sundered. But there's also a wellspring of 
‘optimism, of wonder, of good feeling going around. Surely | 
can't be the only person who's seen this? 

‘And it’s not simply because those of us currently working in 
‘the comic book vineyards are so wonderful-that's not my 
point ot all. Among classic material, from the greats of the 
‘medium, there’s more readily available than ever before.

‘whole thing for under fifty dollars, shot from the original 
books. On the low-tech side, the first 93 issues have been 
«olleed in hardcover MARVEL MASTERWORKS volumes, the 
first 83 in softcover black and white ESSENTIALS editions. 
‘And the same is true, in some measure, of everything from 
the competition's Justice League of America (80 issves in 
hardcover) to Will Eisner’s Sprit (seventeen hardcover | 
‘volumes and counting). 


‘Mop that, the traditional stigma against reading comics | 
‘seems o be diminishing, especially as moves ond television 
‘adapt more and more material from our pages, and as more | 
‘and more ofthe folks atthe top ofthe entertainment world 
food chain have comic book reading in their background. 
Sure, we still get the 40-Yeor-Old Virgin treatment from 
fime to ime, but these days we're just a likely to get the 
opposite.
